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{ince «the beginnmg of 
Queene Elizaberhs raign 
elpecially-on the 21. of 
October laſt, 1638. the 
pariſh Church of With- 
combe in Devon-ſhire , 
being a faire and large 
Church,newly trimmed, 
having a very faire ſtce- 
ple like a Tower with 
oreat and ſmall pinacles, 
one of the famouſeſt 
Towers m the Weſt 

art of England ; therc 
ell(in time of divine Ser- 
vice)a ſtrange and great 
darkeneſle, ſo as the peo- 
ple could not ſee one a- 
nother, and a fearcfull 
Thunder, much like the 
noyſe or report of many 
great 
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orcat Canons,and a fear- 
full lightning and loath- 
ſome ſmell like brim- 
ſtone, and a ſtrange and 
fearefull blaſt, that ſtruck 
in at the North-ſide of 
the Towre, and tearing 
through a ſtrong ſtone 
wall, came into the 
Church through the 
higheſt window , and 
tooke the greateſt part 
thereot with it, and with 
a mightie power {tuucke 
againſt the North fide 
wall of the Church, 
and did ſhake and batter 
the wall very much, 
threatning as though it 
would caſt it downe, and 


then went towards the 
Pul- 
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Pulpet, and in the way 
rooke with it the lime 
and ſand from the wall, 
and grated the ſtones 
and detaced the wall bc- 
ing newly trimmed, and 
core away the fide deske 
of the Pulpet, and colou- 
red thePulper with black 
and left it moiſt, as if ir 
had beene newly wiped 
over with inke. 

The lightning did 
frighe the people and 
fcalded them, ſo as moſt 
part of them fell downe, 
ſome on their knees , 
ſome on their faces , 
ſome one upon another, 
crying.

died that night, 
"Sir Richard Reynolds 
Warrener, had his, head 
cloven,his ſcull rent: into 
three pieces » - whereof 
two fcll into the ,next 
ſcate,the other fell down 
in the ſeat where he ſate; 
his braincs fell intire and 
whole into the next ſcat 
behind him , his blood 
daſht againſt the, wall: 
ſome of the skin of his 
heaJ,fleſh and haite, to 
the quantitic of an hand- 
full was carried into the 
Chancell, and ſtuck faſt, 
as with lime and ſand 

new- 
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newly tempered, upon 
one of the poſts between 
the Church and :the 
Chancell, his body was 
left in the ſeat as though 
* had _ alive, ny 
aſlcepe, leaning upon his 
clbow, his elbow reſting 
on the deske before him, 
with the forc*parr of his 
head and:face whole, as 
ſome ſays [7:7 ft hit 1 

A man that ſate next 
tohim inthe. ſame ſeate 
was {colded and burnt 
all over on that {ide next 
the Warrenner.. 

In the ſecond ſeat bez 
hind the Warrenner, an 
other man in a' moſt 
grievous manner was 

burne 
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burnt .and ſcalded all o- 
ver his bodice, from his 
head downwards below 
his knees,ſo as he was all 
over like raw fleſh , and 
his cloathes nothin 
hurt, nor his. head an 
hairc, and'lrycd im grear 
miſery about a weeke. 
Some ſeates in the bo- 
dy of the Church were 
torneup, and turned up- 
fade downe , and they 
thac fate in them, had 
no harme, notwithſtan- 
ding that they. were 
throwne out of them 1n- 
to other {cates three or

the clarke and hurt net-

TheChutch was very 
much defaſed and torne.. 
a great {tance neere the 
foundation or the 
Church was torne out 
and 
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and removed : ſtones 
were throwne from the 
Tower asthicke as it art 
hundred men had beene 
there throwing them, 
ſome of ſuch waight and 
bignefſe as no man was 

able ro lift. 
One of rhe Pinnacles
